NIVEAU |. FRAN C201 (June 29 - Aug 7) 6 CR 


This course is for students having no previous training in 
French. It includes a comprehensive introduction to 
basic structures and vocabulary and should enable 
students to acquire an ability to speak and understand 
simple conversational French. Both oral and written 
aspects of the language are presented, with special 
emphasis on oral skills. Laboratory sessions are 
included. 


NIVEAU II. FRAN C202 - 203 (June 29 —- Aug 7) 6 CR 


This is a lecture and laboratory course using the most 
up-to-date methods. It is specially designed for students 
who have very little knowledge of French and feel that a 
basic review would be beneficial. 


NIVEAU III. FRAN C204 — 205 (June 29 - Aug 7) 6 CR 


This course is designed for students who understand 
simple French, but lack conversational fluency. Its 
purpose is to teach participants to develop a correct 
and confident form of expression. 


NIVEAU IV. FRAN C308 

(Culture et société québécoises par la chanson) 
(June 29 — Aug. 7) (6 credits)

Who can apply? 

a) Those currently registered in a degree, 
certificate or diploma programme at Concordia 
University may apply for admission as regular 
students. 

b) Individuals registered in a degree programme 
in another Canadian university and who have 
received permission from their home institution 
may apply for admission as visiting students. 


c) Those not registered in a recognized university 
programme who are academically qualified to 
enter Concordia, or 21 years of age or over as of 
April 1, 1987, may apply for admissions as 
independent students.

Award of credit: 

All courses are taken for credit. Concordia 
students will receive six university credits for the 
six-week period if they comply with university and 
department regulations. Others will receive 
transcripts which they can use for requesting 
credit-equivalents at their university or college.
